The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to teach a hearing aid having an adaptive microphone system comprising: a processor 
adapted to compute an average signal level, determine a difference in the average signal level 
between first and second inputs, determine a differential level value by integrating the difference 
in average signal over time, compare the differential value to a threshold, and adjust a correction 
parameter value of at least one input signal based on the result of the comparison, substantially 
described and connected with the other functional language of the recited claims.
